Latham 
that .be was banished to Canada 
during the war because she espress- 
ed sympathy for the south, was false, 
and at the same time propote. to 
furnuh ample proof that his charges 
are true '.en. Tyler has been 
strongly censured by several Chap 
ters of the Daughter, io Memphis, 
drastic resolutions were adopted by 
the Sarah Law Chapter, charging 
that bt was unworthy to wear the 
Confederate Grey, Cross of Honor 
or the name of the U C V He 
ha. answered by letter., these res- 
olutions, but always withholding 
the proof until the proper time 
comes, should it became necessary 
He compares his worthiness to wear 
the Grey hf hi< record <*uT\t.i Uc 
war. to that of Mr Latntm, woo, he 
cbargti, pedd>o>wh'tky. The con- 
troversy baa waxed warm, and ha. 
not ended yet. Gen. Tyler baa not

A committee of Vi 
pointed to investigate the charge, 
made by Mr Tyler, and at th* meet- 
ing in Memphis last Saturday, Mr 
and Mrs Latham were vindicated, 
thus leaving Mr. Tyler in the posi- 
tion of having preferred false 
charge, against a woman of the 
South. While he baa been condemn- 
ed by the several Chapter*, we are 
compelled to believe that thi. fac-
